OPPOSED TO COMPULSORY 
ARBITRATION. 

Concerning the suggestion that compulsory 
arbitration courts should be established for 
the settlement of labour disputes, an Irish 
Times representative was informed by a well- 
known representative of the workers yester- 
day that Labour would not stand for this 
unless it was down and out. 

“You can,” he said, never get an in- 
dependent arbitrator, and the results of 
arbitration have never been satisfactory from 
the workers’ point of view. It is very seldom 
that an artitrator is selected from amongst 
the workers. They are usually middle class 
people, who, though they may try to be im- 
partial, are inclined to take the employers’ 
point of view. I can only recall two cases 


in which arbitration gave satisfaction. As a 


rule, it is not satisfactory from the workers’ 
point of view, and you may take it from me 
that Labour would not agree to it. 


CHEMICAL MANURE AND DRUG 
WORKERS.

The actions had been heard by 
Mr. Power at a circuit sitting of the District 
Court of North Donegal, and the plaintiffs 
obtained the declaration that they sought and 
the trespass action was dismissed. Appeals 
were taken against both decisions. 

The Chief Commissioner, in the course of 
his judgment, said that there was not proof 
of thirty years’ enjoyment of the privilege 
of cutting turf on the bog as a whole, in- 
cluding the defendants’ 60 acres. Both ap- 
peals would be allowed, with costs; the equity 
civil bill would be dismissed, and a nominal 
sum of 5s. awarded in the trespass action 
brought by the Harkins. 

Mr. Crowley concurred with the judgment 
generally, except on one point of law.
